Taking Chances 
The armchair general staff has 


been having a great time over the 
battle for the Anzio beachhead. 
With some brilliant second guess- 
ing and a few mutters about the 
quality of Allied leadership, they 
have been pointing out just how 
the invaders should have cut the 
Via Appia and Via Casilina, isolat- 
ed the German forces before Cas- 
sino, and executed an off-tackle 
smash at Rome. 


Well, the Allied command knew 


all that. But it may be necessary, 
as well as obvious, to remind our' 
selves again that campaigns are 
not won on paper. To borrow the 
title of 
Capt. Ralph 
Ingersoll's 


book, the battle is the payoff. It 
isn't a frameup. Objectives are 
plotted, tactics are mapped out, 
men. and^.jftatei'l^lC'aj.'C • .consigned 
for their 
execution. 
Then the 


commanders hope -the enemy re 
acts according to plan. But they 
can't be sure, 


The Allied command gave the 


Salarno landing little better than 
a 50-50 chanco of success when it 
was launched last fall, Presumably 
the odds were no shorter for the 
Arizio operation. They have to take 
chances. That's the way wars are 
won, 
and the way they are lost. 


But they must be taken. 


Probably the Allied commanders 


expected the Germans to pull men 
out of the Gustav Line to fight the 
new landing. Instead, the opposition 
came from north of the beachhead, 
and eventually from as far north 
as southern France and the Bal- 
kans. Doubtless this ran contrary to 
Allied prognosis, as did the Nazis' 
stubborn defense of every foot of 
Italian soil, when they were ex- 
pected to retreat to the Po or 
beyond. 


But an enemy's sudden adapta- 


tion lo equally sudden moves does 
not figure into the grand strategy 
of the armchair general staff. They 
leap ahead of a new development, 
stick pins in the map at points oi 
ultimate 
objective, 
and 
expccl 


nothing serious to interfere. 


Before we win, the Allied com- 


mand may make some more "mis- 
takes" to upset the armchair gen 
crals. Bui we don't Ihlnk that Ihcy 
will look loo serious if we compare 
them with the inluitive Fuehrer's 
classic

rejecting suggestions Ihe drafl age 
be lowered from 18 lo 17, members 
of Ihe House mililary commiltee 
called today for belter utilization 
of existing manpower resources be- 
fore considering any chnages 
in 


the Selective Service Act. 
•As an alternalivc lo dropping the 
age to 17 should some new aclion 
become necessary, Chairman May 
(D-Ky) said he believed il would 
be belter to raise it "and lake in 
some of Ihe non-falhers belween 38 
and 45 who are now classified as 
over-age." 


"It would be belter to use these 


men than to take fathers in their 
late Ihirlies," he declared. "No new 
legislation would be necessary be- 
cause present law permils the in- 
duction of men up lo 45. The armed 
services law permils Ihe induction 
of men up to 45. The armed serv- 
ices just are nol laking men over 
38. 


Bolh May and Rep. Harness of 


Indiana, a high ranking Republican 
member of Ihe commiltee, 
said 


they could see no reason to drop 
the minimum induction age below 
18, as has been suggested recently 
in some quarters. 


"I don't think we should lower 


the draft age or raise it," Har- 
ness said. "I do not believe the 
•manpower situalion is bad enough 
lo warrant it. Whal we need 
is 


belter utilization of the men

now have and a culling

thousands of draft age men on the 
government-payroll."

' Harness claimed the war depart-

Behind 
all 
the 


right and righteous indignation at 
the Japanese war prisoner atroci- 
ties is one story that hasn't been 
fully told: why we were so long in 
hearing about them. 


It has already been disclosed that 


Palmer Hoyt, until January 1 head 
of the Office of War Information's 
domestic news brunch, had been 
trying to get this story out for n 
long time, 


Hoyt is the two-fisted, scrappy 


publisher and editor of the Portland 
Oregonian, uncl the fact that 
ho 


couldn't batter down the brick wall 
of news inanities indulged in by the 
War, 
Navy State and other depart- 


mental brass hats, is nothing to his 
discredit. 


The Philippine atrocity story was 


ready for publication for months. 
It was documented, authenticated, 
combed and culled over until there 
wasn't a chance in a million that it 
was just another of those 
propa- 


ganda yarns blown'up to raise a 
warring people to fever pitch. One 
newspaper syndicate had the first- 
person story of one survivor set in 
type for weeks. 
The first-person 


story of another was offered for 
sale at least that long. Yet 
the 


army refused to let go. 


In all fairness, let's examine 


their argument. The army contend- 
ed that to exploit the story would 
be to place in jeopardy every war 
prisoner the Japs hold. The Nips 
would, they said, use this as an ex- 
cuse to practice fresh horrors. 


Mr. Hoyl and his associates (and 


OWI Chief Elmer Davis 
backed 


them) contended that just the re- 
verse would be true — that the in- 
dignution of the 
civilized 'world 


and the closer cementing of the Al- 
lies would be too much for the Jap- 
anese and they would be forced to 
mend their ways. That is loo much 
to hope for, but early indications 
arc that the Holt corps guessed bet- 
ter lhan the army. 


While 
Tokyo 
has 
publicly 


screamed that this is merely Occi- 
dental propaganda, there are hints 
Tokyo neither knew nor would have 
condoned such wholesale slaughter 
— not for humanitarian reasons— 
merely because they would 
have 


feared the results. There is reason 
to believe 
Tokyo 
has approved 


atrocities just us uncivilized, but 
neVer when they were certain the 
reaction would mean eventual re- 
taliation in blood and tars. 


To understand the Philippine sit- 


uation, one must realize the little 
war-lords exercise complete power 
in their own particular theaters of 
operation. 
That 
doesn't 
absolve 


Tokyo, for the system itself ema- 
nates from there, but it does ex- 
plain how Hoyt and those working

Washington—There is one fnclor 


in wartime Washington which 
is

picion with which every one

sards every one else. It's a delicate 
mutter but n very real one which 
hns 
affected 
our war 
effort 
for 


tfood and bad, 


A few months ago, I wrote in 


this column that there was more 
wire-tapping in Washington today 


fact thnt there arc laws governing 
wire-tapping (which consists both 
of listening in on telephone conver 
sat ions and making automatic re- 
cordings of them). There was 
no 


denial and well there wasn't be- 
cause it ciime from an agency of 
our government best in a position 
to know. 


Since then, I have found 
that 


stenographic records of telephone 
conversations, 
personal 
inter 


views, and even so-called "off-the- 
record" conferences are more the 
rule than the exception. I have 
even heard of on instance (it may 
be true or false but it isn't in tho 
least far-fetched) in which one gov 
eminent official has a 
secretary 


accompany him to all social func- 
tions, to note down every "howdy- 
do, how-are-you" and the answers 
thcre-to — just in case some one 
tries to trip him up on a slip of the 
tongue or an unintentional innuen- 
do. 


It's a snd slate of affairs — one 


thai on first examination seems to 
be more naturally a fester on the 
cancer of fascism 
than 
on 
the 


healthy growth of a democracy — 
but on second glance I'm not so 
sure. 


In Ihe first place, none of this 


suspicious doublechecking is done 
with any idea of catching spies. For 
the most part, that is left up to the 
FBI, Secret Service, and a 
few 


nor minor Congressional commit- 
tees and government agencies. 


Why then, you may well ask, is 


there any justification for all this 
suspicion in the nation's capital? 
The answer is lo keep 
the 
un- 


scrupulous, the overly-ambitiour 
the 
"lust -for -power-and-money' 


boys from taking over the war ef- 
fort. Some of them are a very real 
threat and no figment of the fiction- 
writers' imaginations. 


If WPB 
Chief 
Donald 
Nelson 


hadn't beaten off the wolves 
that 


tried lo get hold of the War Pro- 
duction 
Board, 
our 
war 
effort 


might 
well have 
been 
another 


story. If his Deputy Chief Charles 
E. Wilson could have been run out 
of town by some of the men who 
wanted lo take over, there might 
have been a production bottleneck 
ut the very peak of the war effort. 


I use these names only because I 


have no idea what methods they 
used lo keep jobs sought by the un- 
scrupulous, but in view of their rec- 
ords their sincerity can hardly be 
doubted. If they had stenographic 
or even dictaphone records of con- 
versations made of interviews with 
persons who they hud reason to be- 
lieve might misquote them, 
they 


were only employing a 
method 


highly approved by modern crime 
detection. 


I don't think that either Nelson 


or Wilson had to use these 
much 


critcized 
systems. 
Their 
fights 


were loo much in Ihe open. But 
other government 
officials 
have 


used them and the only question is 
whether they were justified in fight- 
ing fire with fire or were merly 
trying lo hid their own inefficien- 
ces by using a very dangerous ex- 
tinguisher. 


Still, I think thai it's a pretty sad 


commentary on a democracy that's 
going all-oul for the war effort thai 
there has to be so much suspicion 
around the national capital.

Urges Farmers 
Not to Market 
Small Pigs 


^nP 


Hempslead County farmers arc 


urged not to market lightweight 
pigs 
at a sacrifice 
in price by 


Oliver L. Adams, county agent. 


Packers arc not paid a subsidy 


foi pits t h i t u r t < l]f,it to bung 
the floor price set by the govern- 
ment. Therefore, there is a dis- 
crimination against them in favor 
of 200 to 300-pound hogs. 
Often 


those sm-jller pigs die in the yard 
pens before they arc sold, and the 
farmer is the loser 


Adams points out that the profit 


from two fat hogs is required to 
keep the sow a year. In view of 
this fact, he recommends that all 
hogs 
weighing, from 
200 to 240 


pounds be sold in order that feed 
may be conserved, and he parti- 
cularly urges farmers not to feed 
to weights 
beyound' 240 pounds 


because a 300-pound hog eats 5V> 
pounds of feed for every pound of 
gain as compared to the 4>4 pounds 
that a 225-pound hog eats. He ex- 
plains, too, that the government 
needs more hams, bacons, and 
pork loins than lard. 


He 
suggests 
that 
lightweight 


hogs bo grazed on pasture to get 
the most economical gains possible. 
To 
alleviate the corn 
shortage, 


small grains may be fed. For this 
purpose, it will pay to buy mill 
feed in most instances. There need 
be no great rush about market- 
ing the hogs, 
the county 
agent 


adds. In fact, better prices will 
prevail later in the spring. The 
present 
floor 
price" lasts 
until 


October 


Above all, the county agent ad- 


vises 
against 
the sale 
of hogs 


weighing less than 200 pounds. They 
b r i n g 7 cents or less per pound, 
making a 100-pound shoat at $7; 
whereas, 200-pound hogs that sell 
for 13'i cents bring $27. There is 
a difference of $20 in 'price and 
only 100 pounds in weight. That 
last K)0 pounds .of gain brings the 
farmer

Food and Nutrition Specialist of 
the Agricultural Extension Service 
in Little Rock. The meeting start- 
ed at 2:00 p. m. 


Miss Loughead gave a lecture 


and led a discussion on the basic 
7 food 
groups bringing 
out the 


suggestion of using these groups 
each day in the daily diet. Group 
one contains the green and yellow 
vegetables where part of the source 
of Vitamin A is secured for the 
body f u n d a m e n t a l s . Group 2 
oranges, tomatoes, grapefruits is 
Vitamin C sources. Group 3 con- 
tains potatoes and other root ve- 
getables. Group 4 is the milk and 
milk products. Group 5 is meat, 
poultry, fish and eggs which is 
the .best source of protein 
and 


another source of vitamin' A. Group 
G contains our breads, flour and 
cereals. Enriched breads contain 
both vitamin Bl and B2. Group 
7' butter and 
fortifield 
fats — 


another 
source 
of Vitamin 
A. 


These 7 basic foods are playing 
a big part in helping to win the 
war. They are.in the daily diets 
of all service men and women 
and they should be in the daily 
diets of civilians to keep us strong 
for the war work on the home 
front. The basic 7 food group can 
be used in planning the victory 
gardens for 1944 since we know 
that there will be a shortage of 
commercially canned fruits and ve- 
getables for Civilian needs it is 
essential that civilians 
increase 


their victory 
garden ; production 


and plan to have green and yellow 
vegetables, potatoes and other root 
crops in their victory gardens to 
be used fresh and to store on the 
pantry shelf. 


Miss Loughead. tied the basic 7 


food groups in with food supply 
plan for every farm family in 
planning their food and feed pro- 
duction program for 1944. 


At ,-the end of the lecture Miss 


Loughead brought in under group 
5 of basic 7 foods the use of dry 
beans, peas, nuts, peanut butter 
and especially the use of soybeans. 
Soybeans have a high content of 
protein value as well as containing 
iron and thiamin. Soybeans 
are 


considered next to milk in being 
an almost complete food. 


Miss Cora Lee Westbrook, As- 


sistant Home Demonstration Agent, 
compared the food value of soy 
beans with beef steak through an 
illustrated 
chart 
and the 
same 


amount of food in weight. 
Miss 


Longhead .then gave a demonstra- 
tion 
on making biscuits 
on the 


use of soyflour. Mrs. Harry Shiver 
gave a demonstration on the use 
of cooked soybeans in making a 
delicious soybean sandwich spread. 
Miss Fletcher gave a demonstration 
on the use 
of soybean 
sprouts 


with 
other green 
vegetables in 


making a green salad. Mrs. H. O. 
Kyler and Mrs. Clyde Hendrickson, 
member 
of the 
Nutrition 
Com- 


mittee, served as hostess. 
After 


serving the 30 interested leaders 
from 
home 
demonstration clubs 


and Food and Nutrition classes the 
meeting adjourned.

Plant Foods 


Crop yields can be increased by 


adding to the soil the three chief 
plant 
foods 
that are 
remdved 


when crops are harvested, accord" 
ing to" Oliver L. Adams, county 
agent. These three plant foods are 
nitrogen, phosphorus, and potash. 


The soil can be enriched with 


these three plant foods by adding 
manure or commercial fertilizers* 
Plowing under legumes is a good 
way of adding nitrogen, 
but le- 


gumes, he pointed out, do not add 
phosphorus and potash. 


No general fertilizer recommen- 


dations 
can be made 
to fit all 


crops and soil conditions, because';

Washington 
Behind 
all 
the 


right and righteous indignation at 
the Japanese war prisoner atroci- 
ties is one story that hasn't been 
fully told: why we were so long in 
hearing about them. 


It has already been disclosed that 


Palmer Hoyt, until January 1 head 
of the Office of War Information's 
domestic news brunch, had been 
trying to get this story out for n 
long time, 


Hoyt is the two-fisted, scrappy 


publisher and editor of the Portland 
Oregonian, uncl the fact that 
ho 


couldn't batter down the brick wall 
of news inanities indulged in by the 
War, 
Navy State and other depart- 


mental brass hats, is nothing to his 
discredit. 


The Philippine atrocity story was 


ready for publication for months. 
It was documented, authenticated, 
combed and culled over until there 
wasn't a chance in a million that it 
was just another of those 
propa- 


ganda yarns blown'up to raise a 
warring people to fever pitch. One 
newspaper syndicate had the first- 
person story of one survivor set in 
type for weeks. 
The first-person 


story of another was offered for 
sale at least that long. Yet 
the 


army refused to let go. 


In all fairness, let's examine 


their argument. The army contend- 
ed that to exploit the story would 
be to place in jeopardy every war 
prisoner the Japs hold. The Nips 
would, they said, use this as an ex- 
cuse to practice fresh horrors. 


Mr. Hoyl and his associates (and 


OWI Chief Elmer Davis 
backed 


them) contended that just the re- 
verse would be true — that the in- 
dignution of the 
civilized 'world 


and the closer cementing of the Al- 
lies would be too much for the Jap- 
anese and they would be forced to 
mend their ways. That is loo much 
to hope for, but early indications 
arc that the Holt corps guessed bet- 
ter lhan the army. 


While 
Tokyo 
has 
publicly 


screamed that this is merely Occi- 
dental propaganda, there are hints 
Tokyo neither knew nor would have 
condoned such wholesale slaughter 
— not for humanitarian reasons— 
merely because they would 
have 


feared the results. There is reason 
to believe 
Tokyo 
has approved 


atrocities just us uncivilized, but 
neVer when they were certain the 
reaction would mean eventual re- 
taliation in blood and tars. 


To understand the Philippine sit- 


uation, one must realize the little 
war-lords exercise complete power 
in their own particular theaters of 
operation. 
That 
doesn't 
absolve 


Tokyo, for the system itself ema- 
nates from there, but it does ex- 
plain how Hoyt and those working

Washington—There is one fnclor 


in wartime Washington which 
is 


very little touched upon — the sus- 
picion with which every one 
re- 


sards every one else. It's a delicate 
mutter but n very real one which 
hns 
affected 
our war 
effort 
for 


tfood and bad, 


A few months ago, I wrote in 


this column that there was more 
wire-tapping in Washington today 


fact thnt there arc laws governing 
wire-tapping (which consists both 
of listening in on telephone conver 
sat ions and making automatic re- 
cordings of them). There was 
no 


denial and well there wasn't be- 
cause it ciime from an agency of 
our government best in a position 
to know. 


Since then, I have found 
that 


stenographic records of telephone 
conversations, 
personal 
inter 


views, and even so-called "off-the- 
record" conferences are more the 
rule than the exception. I have 
even heard of on instance (it may 
be true or false but it isn't in tho 
least far-fetched) in which one gov 
eminent official has a 
secretary 


accompany him to all social func- 
tions, to note down every "howdy- 
do, how-are-you" and the answers 
thcre-to — just in case some one 
tries to trip him up on a slip of the 
tongue or an unintentional innuen- 
do. 


It's a snd slate of affairs — one 


thai on first examination seems to 
be more naturally a fester on the 
cancer of fascism 
than 
on 
the 


healthy growth of a democracy — 
but on second glance I'm not so 
sure. 


In Ihe first place, none of this 


suspicious doublechecking is done 
with any idea of catching spies. For 
the most part, that is left up to the 
FBI, Secret Service, and a 
few 


nor minor Congressional commit- 
tees and government agencies. 


Why then, you may well ask, is 


there any justification for all this 
suspicion in the nation's capital? 
The answer is lo keep 
the 
un- 


scrupulous, the overly-ambitiour 
the 
"lust -for -power-and-money' 


boys from taking over the war ef- 
fort. Some of them are a very real 
threat and no figment of the fiction- 
writers' imaginations. 


If WPB 
Chief 
Donald 
Nelson 


hadn't beaten off the wolves 
that 


tried lo get hold of the War Pro- 
duction 
Board, 
our 
war 
effort 


might 
well have 
been 
another 


story. If his Deputy Chief Charles 
E. Wilson could have been run out 
of town by some of the men who 
wanted lo take over, there might 
have been a production bottleneck 
ut the very peak of the war effort. 


I use these names only because I 


have no idea what methods they 
used lo keep jobs sought by the un- 
scrupulous, but in view of their rec- 
ords their sincerity can hardly be 
doubted. If they had stenographic 
or even dictaphone records of con- 
versations made of interviews with 
persons who they hud reason to be- 
lieve might misquote them, 
they 


were only employing a 
method 


highly approved by modern crime 
detection. 


I don't think that either Nelson 


or Wilson had to use these 
much 


critcized 
systems. 
Their 
fights 


were loo much in Ihe open. But 
other government 
officials 
have 


used them and the only question is 
whether they were justified in fight- 
ing fire with fire or were merly 
trying lo hid their own inefficien- 
ces by using a very dangerous ex- 
tinguisher. 


Still, I think thai it's a pretty sad 


commentary on a democracy that's 
going all-oul for the war effort thai 
there has to be so much suspicion 
around the national capital.

Urges Farmers 
Not to Market 
Small Pigs 


^nP 


Hempslead County farmers arc 


urged not to market lightweight 
pigs 
at a sacrifice 
in price by 


Oliver L. Adams, county agent. 


Packers arc not paid a subsidy 


foi pits t h i t u r t < l]f,it to bung 
the floor price set by the govern- 
ment. Therefore, there is a dis- 
crimination against them in favor 
of 200 to 300-pound hogs. 
Often 


those sm-jller pigs die in the yard 
pens before they arc sold, and the 
farmer is the loser 


Adams points out that the profit 


from two fat hogs is required to 
keep the sow a year. In view of 
this fact, he recommends that all 
hogs 
weighing, from 
200 to 240 


pounds be sold in order that feed 
may be conserved, and he parti- 
cularly urges farmers not to feed 
to weights 
beyound' 240 pounds 


because a 300-pound hog eats 5V> 
pounds of feed for every pound of 
gain as compared to the 4>4 pounds 
that a 225-pound hog eats. He ex- 
plains, too, that the government 
needs more hams, bacons, and 
pork loins than lard. 


He 
suggests 
that 
lightweight 


hogs bo grazed on pasture to get 
the most economical gains possible. 
To 
alleviate the corn 
shortage, 


small grains may be fed. For this 
purpose, it will pay to buy mill 
feed in most instances. There need 
be no great rush about market- 
ing the hogs, 
the county 
agent 


adds. In fact, better prices will 
prevail later in the spring. The 
present 
floor 
price" lasts 
until 


October 


Above all, the county agent ad- 


vises 
against 
the sale 
of hogs 


weighing less than 200 pounds. They 
b r i n g 7 cents or less per pound, 
making a 100-pound shoat at $7; 
whereas, 200-pound hogs that sell 
for 13'i cents bring $27. There is 
a difference of $20 in 'price and 
only 100 pounds in weight. That 
last K)0 pounds .of gain brings the 
farmer 
20 cents per 
pound, a 


price 
that will net 
a profit in 


spite of the high cost of feed.

Food and Nutrition Specialist of 
the Agricultural Extension Service 
in Little Rock. The meeting start- 
ed at 2:00 p. m. 


Miss Loughead gave a lecture 


and led a discussion on the basic 
7 food 
groups bringing 
out the 


suggestion of using these groups 
each day in the daily diet. Group 
one contains the green and yellow 
vegetables where part of the source 
of Vitamin A is secured for the 
body f u n d a m e n t a l s . Group 2 
oranges, tomatoes, grapefruits is 
Vitamin C sources. Group 3 con- 
tains potatoes and other root ve- 
getables. Group 4 is the milk and 
milk products. Group 5 is meat, 
poultry, fish and eggs which is 
the .best source of protein 
and 


another source of vitamin' A. Group 
G contains our breads, flour and 
cereals. Enriched breads contain 
both vitamin Bl and B2. Group 
7' butter and 
fortifield 
fats — 


another 
source 
of Vitamin 
A. 


These 7 basic foods are playing 
a big part in helping to win the 
war. They are.in the daily diets 
of all service men and women 
and they should be in the daily 
diets of civilians to keep us strong 
for the war work on the home 
front. The basic 7 food group can 
be used in planning the victory 
gardens for 1944 since we know 
that there will be a shortage of 
commercially canned fruits and ve- 
getables for Civilian needs it is 
essential that civilians 
increase 


their victory 
garden ; production 


and plan to have green and yellow 
vegetables, potatoes and other root 
crops in their victory gardens to 
be used fresh and to store on the 
pantry shelf. 


Miss Loughead. tied the basic 7 


food groups in with food supply 
plan for every farm family in 
planning their food and feed pro- 
duction program for 1944. 


At ,-the end of the lecture Miss 


Loughead brought in under group 
5 of basic 7 foods the use of dry 
beans, peas, nuts, peanut butter 
and especially the use of soybeans. 
Soybeans have a high content of 
protein value as well as containing 
iron and thiamin. Soybeans 
are 


considered next to milk in being 
an almost complete food. 


Miss Cora Lee Westbrook, As- 


sistant Home Demonstration Agent, 
compared the food value of soy 
beans with beef steak through an 
illustrated 
chart 
and the 
same 


amount of food in weight. 
Miss 


Longhead .then gave a demonstra- 
tion 
on making biscuits 
on the 


use of soyflour. Mrs. Harry Shiver 
gave a demonstration on the use 
of cooked soybeans in making a 
delicious soybean sandwich spread. 
Miss Fletcher gave a demonstration 
on the use 
of soybean 
sprouts 


with 
other green 
vegetables in 


making a green salad. Mrs. H. O. 
Kyler and Mrs. Clyde Hendrickson, 
member 
of the 
Nutrition 
Com- 


mittee, served as hostess. 
After 


serving the 30 interested leaders 
from 
home 
demonstration clubs 


and Food and Nutrition classes the 
meeting adjourned.

Use of Three 
Plant Foods 


Crop yields can be increased by 


adding to the soil the three chief 
plant 
foods 
that are 
remdved 


when crops are harvested, accord" 
ing to" Oliver L. Adams, county 
agent. These three plant foods are 
nitrogen, phosphorus, and potash. 


The soil can be enriched with 


these three plant foods by adding 
manure or commercial fertilizers* 
Plowing under legumes is a good 
way of adding nitrogen, 
but le- 


gumes, he pointed out, do not add 
phosphorus and potash. 


No general fertilizer recommen- 


dations 
can be made 
to fit all 


crops and soil conditions, because'; 
crops differ in their :requiremeritg: 
for plant foods and soils differ in 
their supply of them.

Roosevelt tossed Ihe $2,315,000,000 
tax bill back to Congress today wilh 
a veto message in which he de- 
scribed il as "wholly inoffeclivc" 
and a relief measure "nol for Ihe 
needy but for the greedy." 


In a message to the House, al- 


ready rumbling with talk of ovci- 
riding the veto, Mr. Roosevelt said 
the legislation was "replete with 
provisions which not only 
afford 


indefensible special privileges to 
favored groups but sets dangerous 
precedents for the future." 


He said this tendency in itself 


was sufficiently dangerous lo coun- 
ter the loss of "a very inadequate 
sum" in adidtional revenue. He cal- 
culalcd lhal the bill would enrich 
the treasury by less than 
$1,000,- 


000,000 net a year. 


The president, recognizing wide- 


spread complaints over the com- 
plexity of income lax forms, look 
occasion lo .lay Ihe blame on Con- 
gress. 


He said it was squarely the fault 


of the legislators in using language 
in drafting tax legislation "which 
not oven a dictionary or a thesau- 
rus can make clear." 


The chief executive said he hoped 


Congress would acl as quickly as 
possible lo simplify lax laws \yhich 
in turn would make possible sim- 
plification of forms and computa- 
tion. Taxpayers engaged in an ef- 
fort to win the nation's greatest 
war, he,, declared j "are .not in a 
mood to study higher mathemat- 
ics." 


Mr. Roosevelt had 
asked Con- 


gress for $10,500,000,000 in addilion- 
al laxes, and he noled lhal some 
prominent persons had staled lhal 
Ihe figure was too low. Apparenlly 
he referred lo Wendell L. Willkie's 
suggestion for a $16,000,000,000 tax 
bill.
